Subject  Triennial  Report  of  the  Patna  Mental  Hospital! 


Sir, 

I  have:  the  honour  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  Government,  the 
triennial  report  on  the  working  of  the  Patna  mental  hospital  during  the  years 
1921,  1922  and  1923  together  with  the  statistical  returns,  in  the  prescribed 
forms,  for  the  year  1923.  The  report  which  has  been  prepared  by  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  H.  1L  Dutton,  i.m.s.,  Superintendent  of  She  hospital,  is  self-explanatory 
and  requires  no  further  comments.  The  report  of  the  Bancbi  European 
mental  hospital  will  be  published  separately  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  that 
institution. 

2.  Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  complete  the  buildings  required  in 
connection  with  the  establishment  of  the  mental  hospital  for  Indian  patients 
at  Ranchi  and  it  is  hoped  that  within  eighteen  months  all  will  be  ready  and. 
the  new  hospital  will  be  in  a  position  to  receive  patients.

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TRIENNIAL  REPORT 

ON  THE  WORKING  OE  THE 

PATS’ A  MENTAL  HOSPITAL 

FOR  THE  YEARS 

1921,  1922  &  1923. 


Capacity. — This  mental  hospital  can  well  accommodate  without  over¬ 
crowding — 275  males  and  66  females,  allowing  50  square  feet  for  each  patient. 
There  was  no  overcrowding  this  year  ;  the  maximum  inmates  in  one  night  was 
288  as  compared  with  those  of  two  previous  years — 281  in  1922  and  275  in 
1921. 

Population. — The  total  number  of  lunatics  treated  in  this  institution  was 
316  in  1921,  323  in  1922  and  331  in  1923.  There  was  gradual  increase  in 
numbers  owing  to  greater  number  of  admissions. 

The  total  number  re*admitted  was  7  in  1921,  2  in  1922  and  2  in  1923,  the 
total  number  discharged  from  this  institution  was  in  1921 — 17,  in  1922—41 
and  in  1923—27.  Of  these,  9,  38  and  21  cases  were  cured  in  1921,  1922  and 
1923,  respectively.  The  percentage  of  cured  to  daily  average  strength  was 
3’35,  14-15  and  7*67  in  1921,  1922  and  1923,  respectively  or  an'average  of.  8'39 
against  14*22  in  the  previous  triennium.  This  decrease  is  partly  due  to  greater 
number  of  incurable  form  of  mental  diseases,  i.e.,  dementia  praecox  and 
imbecility  and  greater  number  of  military  patients  admitted  and  their  rapid 
recovery  during  the  year  1922. 

Sickness  and  Mortality. — The  total  number  of  admissions  in  the  hospital 
was  394  in  1921,  452  in  1922  and  430  in  1923,  i.e.  1,276  against  1,228  in  the 
previous  triennium.  The  daily  average  sick  was  57'50  in  1921,  44;97  in  1922 
and  39’5 6  in  1923.  The  decrease  of  sickness  in  the  year  1923  was  due  do 
improved  dietary  scale  and  prophylactic  treatment  efficiently  carried  out  ;  an 
average  of  47'84  against  3718  in  the  previous  triennium.  The  increase  is 
due  to  an  epidemic  of  dengue  fever  during  the  year  1923.  The  total  number 
of  tubercular  cases  was  30  during  the  triennium  under  report  against  34  of 
the  previous  triennium.  These  cases  have  been  segregated  in  an  open  ward 
and  have  been  systematically  treated  with  sodium  morrhuate.  The  result  is 
good.  They  have  improved  considerably.  The  admission  for  dysentery  cases 
was  20  in  1921,  20  in  1922  and  36  in  1923.  The  increase  is  due  to  relapses 
amongst  the  old  eases  which  were  chiefly  due  to  the  entamoeba  histolytica.  The 
total  number  of  cases  of  ankylostomiasis  admitted  in  the  hospital  during  the 
year  1921  was  83,  in  1922 — 9  and  in  1923 — 33.  The  increase  is  due  to  the 
admission  of  eases  already  infected  with  ankylostouia  and  re-infection  among 
the  patients  who  were  of  dirty  habits  of  eating  garbage,  leaves,  etc.,  and  also  of 
coprophagic  and  geophagic  habits. 

The  largest  number  of  admissions  was  from  dysentery,  diarrhoea,  fever, 
i.e.  malaria  and  dengue,  ankylostomiasis  and  other  minor  complaints,  viz., 
injuries,  sprains,  etc. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  28  in  1921,  21  in  1922  and.  20  in  .1923. 
The  causes  of  death  were  chiefly  due  to  ankylostomiasis  and  tuberculosis. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  during  these  three  years  under  report  was  28 
against  35  in  the  previous  triennium. 

Criminal  Lunatics. — The  number  of  criminal  lunatics  under  treatment  is 
gradually  increasing  from  X16'32  in  1921  to  121 '15  in  1922  and  to  121-92  iii 
1923, 
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Forms  of  Fnsar.ity The  principal  types  of  insanity  treated  in  this  institu¬ 
tion  during  the  triennium  are  mania  (330  against  231  with  recoveries  35 
against  39),  melancholia  (56  against  68  with  recoveries  8  against  10),  mental 
stupor  (27  against  26  with  recoveries  10  against  4),  insanity  due  to  cannabis 
indica  and  alcohol  (33  against  38  with  recoveries  6  against  8),  dementia 
prsecox  15  and  (errors  of  development)  imbecility  7  and  idiocy  4,  total  11. 

Causes  of  Insanity. — The  chief  eetiological  factors  and  associated  condi¬ 
tions  of  those  admitted  in  this  institution  during  tho  triennium  under  notice 
were  ganja,  alcohol,  toxic  causes:  critical  periods  of  life  and  mental  stress 
played  an  important  part  in  the  infciology  of  the  disease. 

Establishment. — During  the  triennium  Lt.-Col.  C.  E.  Sunder,  m.d.,  b.s.,, 
i.m.s.,  from  January  to  March  1921  and  Lt.-Col.  B.  B.  Chatterton,  m.d., 
p.R.c.s.,  iiM.s.,  from  April  1921  to  March  1922,  were  Superintendents  :  during 
the  later  part  of  the  triennium  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  in  the  Patna 
mental  hospital  was  held  by  Lt.-Col.  H.  R.  Dutton,  m.b.c.p.  (Lond),  d.  t.  m. 
and  n.  (Camb.),  i.m.s. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  triennium  temporary  civil  assistant 
surgeon  Dr.  P.  Gupta,  m.b.., held  the  office  as  Deputy  Superintendent;  Civil 
assistant  surgeon  Dr.  P.  C.  Das,  m.b.,  was  Deputy  Superintendent  from 
16th  May  1922  to  27th  August  1922.  During  the  later  part  of  the  triennium 
civil  assistant  surgeon  Dr.  A.  T.  Brahmachari,  m.b.,  was  Deputy  Superin¬ 
tendent  from  15th  August  1928  to  the  end  of  the  triennial  period  under 
report. 

Sub -assistant  surgeon  Dr..  Jogesh  Chandra  Guha  was  the  sub -assistant 
surgeon  on  duty  throughout  the  period  under  report* 

The  general  establishment  of  the  Patna  mental  hospital  remained 
unaltered  during  the  triennium  under  report. 

Finance. — The  total  amount  spent  at  this  mental  hospital  was  Bs.  58,887 
in  1923,  Bs.  64,061  in  1922  and  Bs.  57,117  in  1921,  excluding  the  amount 
received  from  the  paying  patients,  i.e.  total  of  Bs.  1,80,065  against  Bs.  1,50,786 
in  the  previous  triennium.  The  increase  in  1922  is  due  to  the  payment  of 
arrears  of  pay  on  revised  scale  of  the  keeper  staff,  payment  of  grain  compen¬ 
sation  allowance  to  them,  food  materials  were  purchased  at  a  higher  rate  and 
the  higher  charges  on  account  of  works  done  by  the  Publie  Works  Department 
owing  to  quadrennial  repairs. 

Excluding  the  Public  Works  Department  charges,  the  average  cost  per 
head  per  annum  was  Bs..  211-11-7  fox*  1923,  Bs.  222-10-5  in.  1922  and 
Bs.  203-9-9  in  1921. 

Manufacture. — The  value  of  the  sale  of  the  articles  manufactured  in  the 
Patna  mental  hospital  during  the  triennium  was  Pts.  2,758  against  Bs.  1,162  in 
the  previous  triennium.  The  value  of  manufactured  goods  made  over  to  the 
mental  hospital  for  mental  hospital  purposes  was  Bs.  6,432  in  1923,  Bs.  5,980 
in  1922  and  Bs,  6,796  in  1921,  value  of  the  plants  and  machinery  in  store  a 6 
the  end  of  the  year  in  1923  was  Bs.  506,  in  1922  Bs.  809,  and  in  1921  Bs.  1,219. 
Profit  in  1923  was  Bs.  2,430,  in  1922  Bs.  1,926,  and  in  1921  Bs.  2,S74,  i.e. 
average  profit  in  the  triennium  under  report  of  Bs.  2,410  as  against  Bs.  3,254 
of  the  previous  triennium.  The  decrease  is  due  to  curtailment  of  works  in  the 
manufacturing  departments  for  want  of  funds  during  the  year  1922. 

General . — The  lunatics  confined  in  this  mental  hospital  were  well  looked 
after  and  well  fed.  The  scale  of  diet  has  been  increased  and  meat  is  supplied 
twice  a  week.  The  convalescent,  weak  and  infirm  were  well  kept  under  special 
care  and  were  given  extra  food  and  clothing  whenever  required.  The  suicidal, 
epileptic  and  dangerous  patients  were  kept  under  proper  watch  and  care. 

Amusement. — -Amusements  were  provided  at  this  mental  hospital  during 
tho  years  1921,  1922  and  1923.  The  literate  lunatics  were  provided  with, 
hooks. 
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Employment. — It  is  very  difficult  to  employ  the  lunatics  in  any  form  of 
good  work,  as  the  majority  of  them  are  of  low  intelligence  and  refused  to  do 
any  work  and  some  of  them  are  unfit  for  any  sort  of  work.  The  willing  and 
healthy  lunatics  were  employed  in  gardening,  cooking,  road  repairing,  watering 
and  grinding  grains ;  also  as  blacksmiths,  carpenters  and  lastly  in  weaving 
durries. 

’Well-behaved  and  hardworking  lunatics  were  rewarded  with  small 
monthly  stipends  which  they  were  allowed  either  to  deposit  in  the  Post  Office 
Savings  Bank  or  to  buy  anything  they  wished. 

Proper  attention  was  paid  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Patna  mental 
hospital.  Stools  of  dysentery  cases  were  trenched  by  the  municipality.  The 
drinking  water  is  chlorinated  with  bleaching  powder.  Tubercular  and 
dysentery  cases  were  segregated.  The  stools  of  all  cases  were  examined 
regularly  and  cases  infected  with  intestinal  parasites  were  systematically 
treated.  The  wards  and  cells  wrere  daily  cleaned  and  washed  with  lime. 
Prophylactic  doses  of  quinine  and  thymol  have  been  given  periodically.

Patna  Mental  Hospital. 

Though  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  complete  the  buildings 
of  the  new  Indian  Mental  Hospital  at  Kanke,  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
complete  them  yet,  and  the  Patna  Mental  Hospital  has  continued  to  be 
the  only  institution  in  the  province  for  Indian  patients.  There  was, 
however,  no  overcrowding  during  the  triennium,  although  there  has  been 
a  gradual  increase  each  year  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  there,  from  316 
in  1921  to  323  in  1922,  and  331  in  1923. 

2.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  daily  average  of  sick  in  the  hospital 
continued  to  fall,  from  57*50  in  1921  to  4497  in  1922,  and  39'56  in  1923. 
The  decrease  of  sickness  in  the  year  1923  was  due  principally  to  the  improved 
dietary  scale  and  efficient  prophylactic  treatment.  The  number  of  deaths  too 
decreased  during  the  triennium,  to  20  in  1923  from  21  in  1922,  and  28  in  1921. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  during  the  triennium  under  report  was  23  pnly 
against  35  in  the  previous  triennium. 

3.  The  same  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  employment  for  the  patients  was 
experienced,  as  apart  from  their  mental  disability,  the  majority  of  them  are  of 
very  limited  intelligence  and  unwilling  to  work.  The  willing  and  healthy 
patients  were,  however,  employed  on  useful  work  such  as  carpentry,  durry- 
weaving,  etc.  The  manufacture  department  showed  an  increase  in  the  sale  value 
of  the  articles  manufactured  in  the  hospital,  the  amount  during  the  triennium 
being  Rs.  2,758  against  Rs.  1,162  in  the  previous  triennium. 

4.  In  conclusion  Government  in  the  Ministry  of  Local  Self-Government 
desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  by  Lieutenant- 
Colonels  Chatterton  and  Dutton,  who  successively  held  charge  of  the  Patna 
Mental  Hospital  during  the  ivhole  of  the  period  under  review,  except  from 
January  to  March  1921,  when  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sunder  was  in  charge.
